American  cbllegc  fraternities  and 
sororities  afford  too  little  privacy  to 
serloua-minded  students, ”  Malcolm 
MacDonald,  son  of  Ramsay  MacDonald 
former  Premier  of  Great  Britain,  de¬ 
clared  in  a  recent  address  In  which 
he  compared  the  university  systems 
of  England  and  the  .United  States! 

"At  .Oxford,"  MacDonald  said,  ac¬ 
cording, , to  itlie  American  Campus,  “a 
man  lives;  alone  In.  the  living  quarters 
af  oneinfrthe;t,w,outy-two  dlfferept  col-: 
leges  fonintngrthp  unlvcrsllyi. He  has 
a  lock'iiln  ■.hisbdoor  and  if  he  chooses 
to  study  night  and  day  he  can  do  so 
uninterrupted  and  with  complete  pri¬ 
vacy.”  .  •  ■  ' 

Speaking  on  the'  general  subject  of 
American  college  life  to  his  fellow-stu¬ 
dents  in  tho  London  School  of  Eco-' 
uomics,  another  Englishman,  William 
Robson,  found  a  number  of  things  at 
fault  in  the  American  system.  ' 

“In  England,’.’  said  Mr.  Robson,  ’’yon' 
go  to  the  university  to  develop  your¬ 
self,  while  in  America  you  go  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  yourself.  In  Amerfcd  a  boy 
Is  always  endeavoring  to  attain  some 
outward  sign  of  achievement,,  to  make 
the  college  paper,  to  make  one  of  the 
clubs  or  fraternities,  to  make  the  foot¬ 
ball  team.  The  center  of  gravity  is  In 
the  world  of  action  far  more  than  in 
the  world  of  thought. 

’‘Although  oiie  meets  students  who 
obviously  show  promise  of  becoming 
great  engineers,  doctors,  captains  of 
industry,  etc.,  one  rarely  If  ever  meets 
a  student  who  seems  destined,  to 
become  a  JDarwin,  a  .Beethoven,  or  a 
Shelley." 

Amei'ica 
is  regarded  as  ..bad  form.  The  men  all 
sleep' tbgether,  eat:  together,  wash'  to! 
gether,  play  together,  and  sing  -togeth¬ 
er.
